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ADVISORY ACTION 

1 . The purposed amendments filed on January 7, 2002 have been fully considered but will 
not be entered because: (1) they raise new issues that would require further consideration and/or 
search; and (2) they raise the issue of new matter. 

The phrase "the 3' untranslated region of the histone mRNA" in claims 35 and 51 raises 
new issues that would require further consideration and/or search. 

The phrase "the 3' untranslated region of the histone mRNA" in claim 1 also raises the 
issue of new matter because this phrase can not found in the specification. It is well established 
that there is nothing inherently ambiguous or uncertain about a negative limitation. However, it is 
also well established [see Ex parte Graciously 231 USPO 393 (Bd App. 1983)] that any negative 
limitations or exclusionary proviso must have basis in the original disclosure. The mere absence 
of a positive recitation is not basis for exclusion.
